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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is responsive to communication filed on 1 1/30/2001 . 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Charles S. Fish on May 16, 2005. 

3. The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 17, line 12, please delete the period "." and insert - , wherein the 
network interface is operable to receive a subsequent communication from the 
browser that includes the cache header and the signature in place of the header 
sequence. -- 

In claim 21, delete " and " (line 10), the period "." (line 12) and insert in line 12 -- ; 
and receiving a subsequent communication from the browser that includes the 
cache header and the signature in place of the header sequence. - 

In claim 27, delete " and " (line 11), the period "." (line 13) and insert in line 12 -- ; 
and means for receiving a subsequent communication from the browser that 
includes the cache header and the signature in place of the header sequence. - 
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In claim 29, delete " and " (line 9), the period "." (line 10) and insert in line 10 « ; 
and receive a subsequent communication from the browser that includes the 
cache header and the signature in place of the header sequence. - 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1 - 32 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As 
specifically claimed, the art of record, among other limitations, in combination fail to 
teach a system for reducing data volume transferred over a wireless communications 
network, which comprises a network interface operable to generate a signature for the 
header sequence, the network interface operable to store the sequence and signature 
in memory, the network interface operable to associate the sequence and signature with 
the browser, the network interface operable to communicate a cache header and the 
signature to the browser, network interface operable to communicate at least one 
request header of the header sequence to a server; the browser, upon sending a 
subsequent communication, communicates the cache header and the signature to the 
network interface, in place of the header sequence. 

The closest prior art (US 6,122,637) discloses an apparatus that includes a 
remote client computer operably associated with the object server computer having an 
operating system, a first memory, a cache memory and a processor with means for 
performing an operation on like predetermined object data stored in the cache memory 
and recalling signature of the like predetermined object data, and a comparator 
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operably associated with the remote client computer for comparing the signature of the 
predetermined object data with signature of the like predetermined object data to 
determine whether the signature of the like predetermined object data is valid . Such 
prior art fails to teach the claimed limitations as recited above. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Yohe et al (US Patent number 6,122,637) discloses an apparatus and method for 
increased data access in an object oriented caching system. 

Binding et al (US Patent number 6,775,687) discloses an exchanging 
supplemental information fields between a client and a server. 

Birdwell et al (US Patent number 6,032,197) discloses a data packet header 
compression for unidirectional transmission. 

Zezhen Huang (US Patent number 6,618,397) discloses a group packet 
encapsulation and compression system and method.
